1. Minutes of the Previous Meeting (April 13, 1978) 
On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were accepted. 


2. Committee Reports 


The Chairman reported that the Development Fund Campaign was proceeding well. 


3. New Business 
i) The Sir George Williams Schools: Fee Increase 


Professor Martin moved the following Resolution which was seconded and 
carried:

Abolition of Supplemental Examination and Late Completion Fees 


The Rector drew attention to the Resolution on this subject, approved by Senate 
on April 28, 1978, which had been circulated beforehand to Governors. 


Dr. O'Brien then moved the following Resolution, which was seconded and 
carried: 


"That the Board of Governors abolish the fees for late completion and 


supplemental examinations for those students who have a valid medical 
reason or other written testimony acceptable to the Registrar's office." 


Resolution with Respect to Series "B" Bonds 

Professor Martin introduced this lengthy, formal Resolution which is necessary to 
authorize the creation and issue of three million dollars ($3,000,000), principal 
amount of Additional Bonds to be designated as "9-1/2% - 10% Series 'B' Bonds," 
dated May fifteenth (15th), nineteen hundred and seventy-eight (1978). 

This Resolution was moved by Professor Martin, seconded and carried.

iv) Report from the Fellow-ships, Scholarships and Awards Committee of the Senate 


This report, which had been adopted by the Senate, recommends the 
establishment of five Senior Scholarships and their implementation in time for the 
first scholarships to be awarded for September 1978 entry. The report itself had 
been circulated to Governors and it was supported by the Rector. 


On a motion proposed by the Rector and seconded, the Board of Governors 
agreed to the establishment of five scholarships for students at least 60 years old 
in the calendar year in which the scholarships are awarded. 


A copy of the supporting document will be inserted into the Minute Book. 


It was pointed out that the money from these scholarships would have to come 
from the Development Fund and that the Senate should therefore be kept 
informed of the state of this Fund. 


v) Mr. Blitstein, speaking for the L.E.S.A., reported that his Association had 
increased the student fee for the summer session from $1.00 to $2.00. 


It was moved, seconded and carried that the University would undertake to collect 
the increased fee on behalf of the L.E.S.A. 


vi) Meeting of the Executive Committee 


The Chairman announced that the Executive Committee of the Board would meet 
at noon on Thursday, May 25, 1978, under the chairmanship of Mr. E.A. 
Lemieux, to approve the degree and certificate candidates for the Spring 
Convocation. 


Date, Time and Place of Next Regular Meeting 


The next regular meeting will take place on Thursday, June 8, 1978, at noon in the Hall 
Building. 


Mr. Duff pointed out that the June meeting is the change-over meeting. Both retiring 
Governors and their replacements would, he hoped, be present.
